Education 


Soon after the second session 
of the 80th Congress gets un- 
der way, the Senate will vote 
on the non-partisan school aid 
bill S-472 (introduced by Sena- 
tors Taft, Thomas, Ellender, 
Hill, Smith, Tobey and Chavez) 
and reported on by the com- 
mittee early last summer with 
only one dissenting vote. 

All educattrs know that en- 
lightened citizens are the stron- 
gest guarantee of national se- 
curity. The basis for good 
citizenship is laid in the public 
schools, yet the public schools 
are inadequately supported. Im- 
mediate financial aid from the 
federal government is impera- 
tive. 

The public schools must be 
lifted far above their 1940 level 
if this great Republic is to be 
successful in the drive to make 
secure the way of free men. 

Those who are reluctant to 
support federal aid on the basis 
that this is no time to support 
federal aid on the basis that 
this is no time to add new ex- 
penditures to the federal budget 
are short-sighted in their 
penny-pinching and  pound- 
foolish philosophy. It is not a 
question of whether we can af- 
ford so much education but 
whether we can afford so little. 

Those who oppose _ federal 
aid to education on the grounds 
that it infringes on _ states’ 
rights and would bring feredal 
control of schools need have no 
fear. The sponsors of the bill 
are the greatest champions of 
local control of schools in Con- 
gress. They have taken every 
precaution against anyfederal

Navy to Study 
Antarctic Lakes 


Helicopters Will Soar Over 
Mysterious ‘Oasis’ in 
Frigid Wastes. 


WASHINGTON. — In the hope of 
learning more about the mysterious 
region of multi-colored lakes sighted 
from the air in Antarctica last year, 
the United States navy has started a 
special expedition to the area. 


The first of two ships chosen for 
the task—the icebreaker Edisto — 
sailed recently from Norfolk, Va, A 
second icebreaker, the Burton Is- 
land, sailed from San Pedro, Calif. 
Each vessel is to carry a helicopter, 
to permit navy filers to land in the 
lake region, among the gravel hills 
that preclude a landing by a con- 
ventional airplane. 


Comdr. Gerald L. Ketchum was 
designated to head the expedition, 
it was learned, The two icebreakers 
will rendezvous at sea, it was indi- 
cated, and proceed directly to the 
Antarctic ice pack. 


Operate in Summer. 

The plan of exploration adopted is 
for the two {icebreakers to drive as 
near to the coast as possible and 
launch their helicopters. Although it 
will be winter in the northern hemi- 
sphere, the expedition will have the 
advantage of operating during the 
Antarctic summer. Personnel will 
live aboard the Edisto and the Bur- 
ton Island, avoiding the difficulties 
of setting up a base ashore, as was 
done by last year’s larger navy ex- 
pedition, 

Plans for a visit to Little America 
were tentative, but it was under- 
stood that such a visit might be 
made. In addition, it was learned 
that the expedition might attempt to 
force the ice barrier at other points 
where exploration has been slight, 
provided time remains after it has 
accomplished its primary mission 
of studying the lake area. 

A primary mystery surrounding 
this region is why the lakes do not 
freeze, surrounded as they are by 
glaciers and perpetual snow. Among 
the theories advanced to account for 
the temperature is one that the 
earth is warmed by volcanic actiy- 
ity. 

Climate Changing. 

Another theory is that the climate 
is becoming milder. This theory will 
be checked, it was understood, even 
though there is little evidence to 
support it in the surrounding frigid 
wastes of the Antarctic, because 
such a change, if in progress, would 
h ve ortentous meteorological im- 
plications, He 

Commander Ketchum was cap- 
tain of the Burton Island during the 
last expedition, A small group of 
civilian scientists, whose names 
have not been made public, is ac- 
companying him on the present un- 
dertaking. awit ° - 

Members of the 1946 expedition 
described the lake area as an 
“‘oasis’’ because of its isolated posi- 
tion, The region is inland from the 
Knox coast of the Antarctic conti- 
nent, almost due south of Australia. 

Another navy expedition, headed 
by Comdr. Finn Ronne, is in the 
Antarctic, operating on Palmer 
peninsula, Ms ;

To The Citizens Of Coffee County 


The South Alabama _ Electric 
was set up 10 years ago through 
the assistance of the Rural 
Blectrification Administration. 
To date, the co-op has borrow- 
ed $1,646,350.00 from REA for 
setting up its power system. 
The loan is being paid back 
over a period of 35 years and 
bears interest rate of two per 
cent. So far the co-op has paid 
$133,320.90 in interest and has 
repaid $133,580.31 on the loan.
